V arieties of American cheese j 
have been m ade which in the opinion 
of experts ran k fully as high as for­ 
eign cheese of the same class, but 
the popular preference for the im­ 
ported cheese has hitherto prevented 
these products from selling on their 
own m erits in competition w ith Euro­ 
pean products. 
In quality and price 
American m ade cheese of the Lim­ 
burger class had already driven its 
foreign rival out of our m arkets, and 
there is no reason why other kinds or 
cheese cannot be produced here as 
well as iii Europe. 
Many of the diffi­ 
culties attending the production of 
Swiss cheese have been solved by 
American m akers and the American 
brand is now of high quality and 
should eventually supercede the im­ 
ported article. 
■Camembert has been made in Amer­ 
ica but up to the present has suffered 
greatly in competition with the for­ 
eign product owing to the difficulty of 
m arketing it. 
The demand for the 
home-made product is expected to in 
crease, however, owing to the favor­ 
able difference in price 
in addition 
to Camem bert there are a num ber of 
other fancy kinds of foreign cheese 
which are popular here and 
whit a 
could doubtless be im itated success 
fully by American m akers after a lit­ 
tle experim ental work. 
Among these 
varieties are Edam. Gouda. Pannes- 
ian, Roquefort, Stilton and Gorgon­ 
zola. 
The experts believe, however, that 
best im m ediate results can be achie­ 
ved in th m anufacture of the cheaper 
standard 
types, 
such 
as 
cheddar. I 
Swiss, Lim burger and pineapple. The 
field for Sheddar is particularly prom­ 
ising because of the fact th at th* 
flavor of this cheese, while distinctive, 
can be m ade to vary greatly. 
This 
variation m akes it possible to substi­ 
tute it for a number of other varie­ 
ties. 
The experts of the departm ent of 
A griculture believe that the best way 
to develop tile market for domestic 
cheese of foreign type is for Ameri­ 
can m akers to label their products 
frankly as American goods -o that 
the consum ers max compare our best 
products w ith the imported article. 
This m ethod should tend to remove 
the existing prejudices that have fa­ 
vored foreign cheese, as it is believed 
that the flavor and general quality of 
American product* will compare fa­ 
vorably with those of the imported 
goods and the lower price should be 
the determ ining factor in favor of our 
commodity 
In short the experts are confident 
that with care and foresight at tne 
present time, the American producers 
can do much to place the American 
product on a permanent equality with 
the European varieties and dissipate 
the prejudice that has held the indus­ 
try in this country for a number of 
years. 


“Before the war," it continues, the 
thought and effort of civilization were 
centered upon the development and 
glorification of human life.

W ar will cease only when so 
ciety is convinced th a t human life is 
really sacred and when society estab­ 
lished agencies, international as well 
as national, for protecting lives.” 
Summing up steps that may be tak­ 
en toward the abolishm ent of war, the 
report continues: 
••Militarism and competitive arm a­ 
ment m ust be abolished and tribunals 
for aw arding justice and agencies for
